It so happened that at the time a
local candidate had called to visit
me, and the conversation turned up-
on the time-honore-d doctrine of
State rights. Like many others in
our section, he supposed this to be a
creed which peculiarly belonged to
the South. 1, who have known, and
am happy to remember, men ot ev-
ery section true to the theory of a
Union voluntarily formed by sover-
eign States, endeavored to explain
that it was not a Southern idea, but
a historical fact; that it belonged to
no section, but sprang from the
brains of men who declared the in-

dependence of the Colonies, and
formed the compact for a more per-

fect union of the States. To prove
my position I read to him your ar-

ticle headed, "What is Meant by
State Rights?' and was pleased to
see the effect v h ich it prod u ced w hen
he knew that it came from the State
of Illinois, and high up on the Mis-
sissippi river.

If there is anything which, more
clearly than any other, the framers
of the Constitution did not intend to
do, it was to submit the people of
the States to the unbridled will of a
majority of the people of all the
States. Sectional majorities have
changed; they may --and probably
will change again; and the bulwarks
which alone can protect minorities
from the usurping tendency of a gen-

eral government is a strict construc-
tion of delegated powers, and a fair
observance of the reserved rights ot
the States and of the people.

When the States delegated certain
functions to a general government,
the purpose was declared to be to
secure the blessings of liberty to
themselves and their posterity.

The confederation, which had
been declared perpetual, was ter
minated to form a more perfect
union of those States which should
agree to enter into it. Being with-
out any precedent in history, but
taught by the examples of all an-
cient republics, of the rocks and
shoals upon which they had been
wrecked, a compact of union was
formed which truest ever 'standa model
of wisdom on the part of those who
framed it.

The reservation of rights, as you
have forcibly presented, only marks
the limit between the powers of the
General Government and those
which the States --and the people
thereof would continue to exercise.
This was to secure liberty to their
posterity, not to elevate a new mas-
ter to the throne from which George
III. had been deposed.

Five hundred and ten thousand
dollars have recently teen covered
back into the United States Treas-
ury from the appropriations for the
pay of bounties of colored soldiers,
which remained unclaimed after
seven years owing to the impossi-
bility of discovering the claimants,
and asserts that under the circum-
stances the colored people should
have the benefit of said, money for
their educational improvement and
elevation. The bill, therefore, di-
rects the Secretary of the Treasury
to invest $510,HW in United States
registered 4 per cent, bonds, to be
apportioned- - in equal parts to the
following institutions for the educa-
tion of colored people: "The How-
ard University, Washington, D. C;
the Hampton, Va., Normal and
Agricultural Institute; the Atlanta,
Ga., University, the Fisk Univer-
sity, of Nashville, and the Straight
University, of New Orleans. The
Trustees of these institutions are to
be entitled to use the interest or
bonds in such a manner as in their
judgment will best promote the
end3 for which they are chartered,
but the principal of the bonds is to
be inalienable.

destroy the Union of the Constitu-
tion. Truth is said to be eternal.
Jt is well that it should be, for error
ho faroutstrides its stately steps that
otherwise we 'might fear whether
truth would finally overtake it.

Those who have carefully noted
the usurpation and oppression to
which the South was subjected after
she had laid flown her arms and
faithfully agreed to ttbide by the
laws of the United States, would
have no need to go further in order
to find a reason why the South was
solidified in defense of her rights of
person and property. Would the
North, under like circumstances,
have been less so? Would they
have shown equal patience under
wrong?

It is surely little less than a fraud
to state that the assertion by the
South of her right to protection
under the Constitution is equivalent
to a declaration on 'her part of a de-

sire to secede from the I Inion. Any
logical mind would draw from these
facts the reverse conclusion.
